And  whereas  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
in  Council,  by  Order  in  Council  dated  the  sixthylay  of 
October,  1896,  ordered  that  the  disabilities  as’ to  the 
shooting  of  cock  pheasants  on  the  Mainland  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  be  removed  for  the  period 
of  two  weeks  from  the  first  day  of  November  proximo. 

It  is  ordered  and  declared  that  permission  is 
hereby  granted  to  shout  cock  pheasants  on  the  Main- 
land of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  from  the  first 
to  the  fifteenth  of  November  proximo,  both  days  inclu- 
sive.

rpHE  COMMITTEE  OF  COUNCIL  have  had  under 
I consideration  the  Order  of  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  dated  May  27th, 
1896,  directing  that  monthly  sessions  of  the  Supreme 
Court  for  the  trial  of  civil  causes  should  be  held  during 
the  months  of  June,  July,  August,  September  and 
October,  at  the  Town  of  Nelson,  within  and  for  the 
West  Kootenay  District,  and  at  other  places  within 
the  said  District,  and  notice  of  which  Order  was  pub- 
lished in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  on  the  4th  day 
of  June,  1896,  as  follows: — “ Supreme  Court  sittings  in 
Kootenay.  Notice  is  hereby  given,  that  the  Honour- 
ables  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  British 
Columbia  will  hold  monthly  sittings  at  the  Town  of 
Nelson  or  elsewhere  in  the  District  of  Kootenay  as 
business  may  require,  commencing  1st  June,  proximo, 
until  1st  October,  1896,  for  the  trial  of  actions  and 
disposal  of  matters  before  the  Court.”  That  the  terms 
of  the  Order  directed  : — 

(1.)  That  sessions  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  trial 
of  civil  causes  and  the  disposal  of  such  business  as 
might  be  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  within  and 
for  the  District  of  Kootenay  aforesaid,  be  holden  by 
and  before  a Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  at  the  Town 
of  Nelson  aforesaid,  at  the  following  times  during  the 
year,  1896,  that  is  to  say: — 

On  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  of  June  : 

On  the  first  Thursday  in  the  month  of  July  : 

On  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  August : 

On  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  of  September  : 

On  the  first  Thursday  in  the  month  of  October  : 
Commencing  at  the  hour  of  eleven  o’clock  on  each  of 
the  said  days. 

(a.)  Provided  always  that  if,  owing  to  the  absence 
of  a Judge,  or  for  other  cause,  any  of  the  said  several 
Courts  cannot  be  opened  or  held  on  any  of  the  days 
aforesaid,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  Deputy  Registrar 
of  the  Supreme  Court  to  postpone  the  opening  of  the 
Court  to  another  day,  and  so  from  time  to  time  ; and 
Provided  further,  that  any  Supreme  Court  Judge 
might  open  and  hold  the  said  Court  on  any  other  days 
than  those  aforesaid. 

(2.)  'that  it  should  be  lawful  for  any  Judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  to  adjourn  any  trial  or  matter  appointed 
to  be  tried  or  heard  at  any  of  the  said  Courts,  and  any 
of  the  said  Courts  either  from  day  to  day  or  to  anv 
subsequent  day,  either  to  be  holden  at  Nelson  or  at 
any  other  place  within  the  District,  and  upon  any  such 
adjournment  the  aforesaid  provisions  of  paragraph  (1) 
s-s.  (a)  of  the  said  Order  should,  mutatis  mutandis! 
apply  to  such  adjourned  Court. 

(3.)  That  in  addition  to  the  Courts  thereinbefore 
appointed  to  be  held,  Courts  might  be  held  in  such 
other  places  and  times  within  the  West  Kootenay 
Judicial  District  aforesaid,  as  a Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  might  from  time  to  time  direct. 
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In  connection  with  the  aforesaid  Order  the  attention 
of  the  Committee  of  Council  has  been  called  to  the 
inconvenience  which  is  occasioned  by  the  necessity  of 
sending  writs  and  proceedings  to  Victoria  for  enseal- 
ing, entry  and  issuing  for  remedy,  whereof  the  Com- 
mittee of  Council  recommend  Your  Honour  to  further 
order,  as  follows,  viz. : — 

I.  That  the  aforesaid  Order  of  His  Honour  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  be  affirmed. 

II.  That  the  appointment  of  Terence  H.  Giffin  as  a 
District  Registrar  under  the  “Supreme  Court  Act” 
be  cancelled,  and  that  the  said  Terence  H.  Giffin  be 
reappointed  as  a Deputy  of  the  District  Registrar  of 
the  Supreme  Court  for  the  Victoria  Judicial  District. 

III.  That  the  said  Deputy  Registrar  shall  be  fur- 
nished with  a supply  of  paper  seals  stamped  with  the 
seal  of  the  Supreme  Court,  at  Victoria,  and  shall  affix 
such  seals  to  all  writs  and  other  process  presented  to 
him,  and  requiring  to  be  issued  out  of  the  Court,  and 
that  any  writ,  order,  decree,  or  other  process  to  which

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the

“A  music  hall  licence  shall  authorise  the  licensee  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  liquors  to  be  consumed  on  the 
premises  named  in  the  licence  in  quantities  not  exceed- 
ing one  quart,  between  the  hours  of  six  in  the  evening 
and  half- past  eleven  o’clock  at  night  of  every  day, 
excepting  Sundays.” 

3.  Section  17  of  said  by-law  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  thereto  a new  sub-section,  to  be  known  as  sub- 
section 17a  : — 

“The  number  of  music  hall  licences  to  be  issued  in 
the  City  of  Vancouver  shall  not  exceed  one.” 

4.  Section  25  of  said  by-law  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  the  words  “ music  hall  ” thereto. 

5.  The  said  by-law  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following  section  35a  :-— 

“35a.  Every  music  hall  authorised  to  be  licensed 
under  this  by-law  shall  contain  adequate  stage  accom- 
modation and  equipment  to  enable  the  licensee  to  carry 
on  performances  for  the  amusement  and  entertainment 
of  the  public,  such  stage  accommodation  and  equip-  j 
ment  shall  be  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Licensing 
Board.  No  music  hall  authorised  to  be  licensed  under 


MAPLE  RIDGE  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  NO.  129. 


A By-law  to  pro  ride  for  the  Purchase  of  the  Haney 
Public  nail"  for  Municipal  Purposes , and  for 
the  conveyance  of  the  present  Municipal  Half  in 
lien  of  part  of  the  Purchase  Money  therefor . 

WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  convenient  that 
the  land  and  premises  upon  which  is  erected 
the  building  known  as  the  “ Haney  Public  Hall”  be 
purchased  for  corporate  purposes  from  John  Carr,  of 
Port  Haney,  B.  C.,  at  and  for  the  price  of  $1,000.00, 
together  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum  on  so  much  of  said  purchase  money  as  for  the 
time  being  shall  remain  unpaid  ; 

And  whereas  the  said  John  Carr  has  agreed  to  accept 
in  lieu  of  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $200.00,  part  of 
the  said  purchase  money,  a conveyance  of  the  land  and 
premises  upon  which  is  erected  the  building  heretofore 
used  as  the  Municipal  Hall,  which  will  not,  after  the 
passage  of  this  By-law,  be  required  for  corporate  pur- 
poses ; 

And  whereas  the  amount  required  to  be  raised  an- 
nually for  the  payment  of  debt  and  interest  upon  such 
purchase  money  will  be  as  follows  : — In  the  year  1897, 
the  sum  of  $248.00;  in  the  year  1898,  the  sum  of 
$236.00  ; in  the  year  1899,  the  sum  of  $224 ; and  in 
the  year  1900,  the  sum  of  $212.00  ; 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  ratable  land, 
or  improvements,  or  real  property  of  the  Municipality, 
according  to  the  last  revised  assessment  roll,  is  $275, 
345.70/100; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Municipality  of  Maple  Ridge  as  follows  : — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Municipality  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  to  purchase  from  the  said  John 
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Carr,  of  Port  Haney,  I!.  C.,  Merchant,  the  following 
described  property,  that  is  to  say,  part  of  Lot  398, 
Township  No.  12,  and  known  as  the  llaney  Public 
Hall,  together  with  the  building  erected  thereon,  and 
furnishings,  and  known  as  the  “Haney  Public  Hall,” 
at  the  price  or  sum  of  $1,000.00,  together  with  interest 
on  so  much  therof  as  shall  for  the  time  being  remain 
unpaid,  after  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Municipality,  in 
lieu  of  the  sum  of  $200.00,  part  of  the  said  purchase 
money,  to  convey  to  the  said  John  Carr,  his  heirs, 
executors,  administrators,  and  assigns,  in  fee  simple, 
the  land  and  premises  known  and  described  as  follows, 
that  is  to  say: — Commencing  at  the  River  Road,  on 
t he  line  between  Lots  248  and  240,  Township  No.  9; 
thence  running  south  on  the  line  between  said  lots  two 
chains;  thence  easterly  one  chain;  thence  due  north 
two  chains;  thence  westerly  one  chain,  to  the  place  of 
beginning;  containing  one-fifth  of  an  acre,  more  or  less, 
together  with  the  building  erected  thereon  and  hereto- 
fore used  as  the  Municipal  Hall  of  the  said  Municipal- 
ity. 

3.  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  said  John  Carr, 
his  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  or  assigns,  the 
balance  of  the  said  purchase  money,  being  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  dollars,  with  interest  thereon,  or  on  so 
much  thereof  as  for  the  time  being  shall  remain  un- 
paid, after  the  rate  six  per  centum  per  annum,  at  the 
times  and  in  the  manner  following,  that  is  to  say:  — 
The  sum  of  $200.00  (part  of  said  purchase  money)  and 
$48.00  for  interest,  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  A.  D. 
1897;  the  sum  of  $200.00  (part  of  said  purchase  money) 
and  $36.00  for  interest,  on  the  31st  day  of  December, 
A.D.  1898;  the  sum  of  $200.00  (part  of  said  purchase 
money)  and  $24.00  for  interest,  on  the  31st  day  of 
December,  A.  D.  1899,  and  the  sum  of  $200.00  (the 
balance  of  said  purchase  money)  and  $12.00  for  inter- 
est, on  the  31st  day  of  December,  A.D.  1900.  The 
said  several  sums  shall  be  payable  at  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  to  the  Council  of  the  said  Municipality. 

4.  There  shall  be  raised  and  levied  for  the  payment 
of  the  said  purchase  money  in  the  years  1897  to  1900 
(inclusive)  the  sum  of  $200.00  in  each  and  every  year; 
and  for  the  payment  of  the  said  interest  thereon  in  the 
year  1897,  the  sum  of  $48.00;  in  the  year  1898,  the 
sum  of  $36.00;  in  the  year  1899,  the  sum  of  $24.00; 
and  in  the  year  1900,  the  sum  of  $12.00. 

5.  Such  sums  shall  be  annually  raised  and  levied,  hy 
a rate  sufficient  therefor,  on  all  the  ratable  land  or 
improvements  or  real  property  in  the  Municipality. 

6.  This  By-law  shall,  before  the  final  passing  thereof, 
receive  the  assent  of  the  Electors  of  the  Municipality 
in  manner  prescribed  by  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act, 
1896.” 

7.  This  By-law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into  force 
on  the  tenth  day  of  October,  A.  D.  1896. 

8.  This  By-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Municipal 
Hall  Purchase  By-law,  1896.” 

Passed  the  Council  the  fifth  day  of  September,  A.D. 
1896. 

Received  the  assent  of  the  Electors  the  26th  day  of 
September,  1896.

KAMLOOPS  CITY  BY-LAWS. 

BY-LAW  No.  24. 

The  City  of  Kamloops  Water  Works  JCirte/nsion 
Hy- La  iv,  JSfMt , 

THERE  AS  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  improve  the 
present  water  works  system  of  the  City  of 
Kamloops  by  extending  the  said  system  on  Lome 
Street,  Victoria  Street,  Seymour  Street,  and  First 
Avenue,  in  the  said  City,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
fire  protection  and  an  efficient  supply  of  water  to  the 
property  owners  and  residents  on  the  said  streets,  and 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid  to  raise  by  way  of  loan  upon 
the  credit  of  the  said  City  a sum  not  exceeding  $2,500; 

And  whereas  the  amount  of  the  whole  ratable  land 
and  improvements  or  real  property  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Kamloops,  according  to  the  last  revised 
assessment  roll  for  the  year  1896  is  $284,615  ; 

And  whereas  it  will  require  the  sum  of  $358.23  to 
be  raised  annually  by  a special  rate  for  the  payment  of 
the  debt  intended  to  be  hereby  created,  and  the  in- 
terest thereon  ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Aider- 
men  of  the  City  of  Kamloops,  as  follows: — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  Kamloops  to  borrow,  upon  the 
credit  of  the  said  Corporation,  by  way  of  the  deben- 
tures hereinafter  mentioned,  from  any  person  or  per- 
sons, body  or  bodies  corporate,  who  may  be  willing  to 
advance  the  same  as  a loan,  a sum  of  money  not  ex- 
ceeding in  the  whole  the  sum  of  $2,500  currency,  and 
to  cause  all  such  sums  so  raised  or  received  to  be  paid 
into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  said  Corporation 
for  the  purpose  and  with  the  object  hereinbefore  re- 
cited. 

2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Mayor  to  cause  any 
number  of  debentures  to  be  made,  executed  and  issued 
for  such  sums  as  may  be  required,  not  exceeding  how- 
ever the  sum  of  $2,500;  each  of  the  said  debentures  of 
$500,  and  all  such  debentures  shall  be  sealed  with  the 
seal  of  the  Corporation  and  signed  by  the  Mayor 
thereof. 

3.  The  said  debentures  shall  bear  date  the  first  day 
of  September,  1896,  and  shall  be  made  payable  in  ten 
years  from  the  said  date,  at  such  place,  either  in  Great 
Britain,  the  United  States  of  America,  or  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  as  shall  be  designated  thereon,  and  shall 
have  attached  coupons  for  the  payment  of  interest, 
and  the  signature  to  the  interest  coupons  may  he  either 
written,  stamped,  printed  or  lithographed. 

4.  The  said  debentures  shall  hear  interest  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  date  thereof, 
which  interest  shall  he  payable  yearly,  on  the  first 
day  of  September  in  each  and  every  year  during  the 
existence  of  the  said  debentures,  at  such  place,  either 
in  Great  Britain,  the  United  States  of  America,  or  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  as  may  be  expressed  in  the  de- 
bentures or  coupons. 

5.  It  shall  he  lawful  to  cause  the  said  debentures 
and  the  interest  coupons,  either  or  both,  to  he  made 
payable  at  such  place,  either  in  Great  Britain,  the 
United  States  of  America,  or  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
as  may  be  desired. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  raising  annually  a certain 
specific  sum  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the 
said  debentures  during  their  currency,  there  shall  be 
raised  annually  the  sum  of  $150;  and  for  the  purpose 
of  raising  annually  a certain  specific  sum  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  at  maturity,  there  shall  be  raised 
annually  the  sum  of  $208.23. 

7.  For  the  purpose  of  payment  of  the  said  sums  in 
the  next  preceding  paragraph  mentioned,  there  shall 
be  raised  in  each  year  a rate  sufficient  therefor  (in  ad- 
dition to  all  other  rates),  on  all  the  ratable  land  or 
improvements  or  real  property  in  the  municipality  of 
the  said  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kamloops  during 
the  continuance  of  the  said  debentures. 

8.  At  any  time  after  five  years  from  the  date  of  such 
debentures  it  shall  he  lawful  for  the  Municipal  Council 
of  the  said  Corporation,  upon  giving  six  months’ notice 
in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette  of  intention  so  to 
do,  to  purchase  the  said  debentures  at  par,  and  such 
debentures  shall  he  so  expressed  as  to  entitle  the  said 
Council  to  redeem  and  purchase  the  same  on  payment 
of  the  amount  thereof,  and  interest  due  thereon  at  the 
date  of  such  purchase,  at  any  time  after  five  years  from 
the  date  of  such  debentures.  One  insertion  in  the 
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British  Columbia  Gazette  of  the  notice  above  mentioned! 
shall  be  deemed  sufficient ; and  after  the  expiration  of 
six  months  from  the  date  of  such  insertion,  all  interest 
on  the  said  debentures  shall  cease  to  accrue. 

9.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  by-law  the 
rules  and  regulations  which  are  now  in  force  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  powers  contained  in  the  City  of  Kam- 
loops Water  Works  Loan  By-Law,  1894,  or  which  at 
any  time  hereafter  may  be  made  and  passed  in  pur- 
suance of  the  said  powers,  shall  apply  to  and  regulate 
the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  the  waters  from 
the  above  proposed  extensions  may  be  supplied  and 
used. 

10.  This  By-Law  shall,  before  the  final  passage 
thereof,  receive  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Kamloops  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  in  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act,  1890,”  and 
shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  October,  1896. 

11.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as 
the  “ City  of  Kamloops  Water  Works  Extension  Loan 
By-Law,  1S96.”
